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Many of the grandest buildings of present-day Dublin, however, were not then in existence, The City 
Hall, the Custom House and the Four Courts were all monuments of an earlier date, having been erected dur- 
ing the period of the Irish Parliament, which sat in what are now the Bank of Ireland premises at College 
Green; but, although Leinster House was of earlier date, the handsome buildings which so strikingly set it off 
were not erected. It was not until 1851 that the National Gallery was opened, while the Museum and National 
Library were not available for nearly forty years more. There was no Municipal Art Gallery and no Abbey 


Theatre until after the twentieth century had begun. 


The great aqueduct which brings the Vartry water to Dublin was built in 1868, and until 1872, when the 
first route was laid from the Nelson Pillar to Rathmines, Dublin was without tram lines. Most of the principal 
statues in Dublin 's streets, of course, were.erected fairly late in the last century. The changes that have been 
wrought in the aspect of those streets as a result of the destruction brought about by six years of intermittent 
warfare are tremendous. 

The steady march of that changeful century, which brought the full fruits of the industrial revolution to 
Britain, and, to a lesser extent, to Ireland, has altered the face of industry and commerce to such an extent 
that it is almost surprising that any business house should have survived to watch it through all the steps of its 
progress. Yet in Dublin the firms that have achieved their centenaries are numbered by dozens. Many of 
them were dealt with in the article which appeared on the subject in the. Irish Times "’ last Tuesday; now 
there are others—and not only in Dublin, but in Cork as well—which help to swell the total.

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RADE conditions in India are destined 
EE to be revolutionised by two schemes— 
creation of the new “ major ports” ol 
\ izagapatam and “Cochin, according to 
Reuters Calcutta Correspondent. The old 
ports of Calcutta and Bombay have hitherto 
almost monopolised the sea-borme traffic ol 
the peninsula. For a thousand miles south 
ot Bombay, and for more than a thousand 
miles south of Calcutta, there is no good 
natural harbour suitable for great modern 
ocean-going ships. . 

Modern engineering science has at length 
triumphed over the fact that the vast rich 
hinterland of Oenttal and Southern India 
possessed nó stitable outlet for its trade. At 
Vizagapatam the new harbour is being 
scooped out of an immense swamp lying at 
the rear of a range of hills, which are pierced 
by a narrow channel formed by an inconsider- 
able river. 

Already room has been made for berthing 
seven large ships at a time; but when the 
project has been completed there will be 
literally miles of do ks capable of dealing 
with almost unlimited traffic. For each four 
acres of swamp dredged to form the harbour, 
one acre will be converted into solid land, on 


which a new industrial city vill arise. Even | 


now, the new railway connecting the port 
with its natural hinterland, the Central Pro- 
vinces. is finished, and before long a passenger 
service will -be inaugurated between Vizaga- 
patam and Rangoon which will bring Burma 
94 hours closer to Europe. 

MONSOON DANGER. 

Two old merchant ships were scuttled end 
to end south of the harbour entrance to stop 
the continual sand drift which threatened to 
undo the work of the engineers with each 
monsoon. 

The new port of Cochin, only a little less 
important than that of Vizagapatam, has also 
been formed by dredging. The natural har- 
hour is a large oval basin of shallow water 
with an island, henceforth to be called Willing- 
don Island, lying against its southern shore. 
The new works have already resulted in the 
dredging of a deep channel between the open 
sea and the inner side of the island, along 


which ocean-going vessel may tow berth. The | 


island itself is simultaneously being enlarged 
by means ofthe earth recovered by the dredg- 
ing operations, and will eventually become 
the clearing centre for all the ports traffic. 

The narrow-gauge railway from. Shoranur 
to Frnaculam is being converted to a broad- 
gauge, and will be carried across the island 
on a steel bridge. A second channel with a 
line of docks will eventually be constracted 
on the outer side of Willingdon Island, and 
further railway development will then foeus 
the whole of the rich hinterland of the Mala- 
bar Coast on the new port. . 

The principal steamship companies are al- 
ready alive to its possibilities, and direct pas- 
senger services are being established between

ANTI-BILIOUS PILLS. | 
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DUBLIN NEEDED THEM 
IN 1832. 


“Almost half a century before the 
Pharmaceutical Society of Ireland came 
into existence the chemists’ business 
which is now known as Hamilton, Long 
and Co. was opened—to be precise, in 1826. 
A relic, which goes back nearly to that 
initial year, is an old bill-head, dated 1832, 
which is a receipt for paymert by a 
purchaser of Hamilton and Long’s anti- 
bilious pills. 

If all the prescriptions which have been 
made up by the firm had also been pre- 
served the slips of paper might by now be 
sufficient to fill the premises ; for prescrip- 
tions have always been an _ iinportant 
feature of Hamilton Long’s activities, and 
it is estimated that between fifteen and 
twenty millions of them have been made 
up in the century and more of the firm’s 
history. 

Bewley and Evans was the name by 
which the business was first known. After- 
wards Dr. Hamilton and Dr, Long came 
in, and the original premises in Sackville 
street were supplemented by branches in 
Grafton street, Rathmines, and Dun 
Laoghaire. * 

NOTED MUNSTER HARD-

In recent years it has been assisted in its 
competition against foreign firms in the 
home market by protective tariffs, par- 
ticularly in regard to tooth brushes. 


SNUFF OF UNIQUE 
FLAVOUR. 


Snuff-taking, once a vogue of aristocracy, 
has fallen from its position as one of man’s 
most popular indulgences, but the old Cork 
firm of Lambkin Bros., who have been pro- 
ducing it for more than two centuries,‘ still 
find for their Cork snuffs a ready sale. 

Snuff, indeed, still has its connoisseurs, 
and these pronounce this particular brand 
to possess a distinctive flavour of its own 
which other brands have been unable to 
acquire. In addition to snuff, Messrs. 
Lambkin, of course, have their brands of 
tobacco, which are well-known throughout 
the Free State. 


PROMISING FUTURE FOR 
GAS LIGHTING. 


On October Sth, 1825, the streets of 
Dublin, which had been lit by oil lamps, 
weré first illuminated by coal gas, and to- 
day the Alliance and Dublin Consumers’ 
Gas Company maintains eight hundred 
miles of mains, not taking into account the 
ove eee which supply various dwell- 
ings and business places. 

That the company, despite its long 
history, looks to the future rather than the 
past, is shown by the rate of development 
in recent years, the latest manifestations 
of which are the. enlarged showrooms in 
D'Olier street and the new gasometer 
which towers over the Liffey estuary on the 
South side. 

With the extension of the company’s 
showrooms there has disappeared an

AIR FORCE. 


UNRULY TRIBESMEN 
SUBDUED. 
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OW the warplanes of the Royal Air 
H Force maintain the peace in outlying 
regions, without * ste. 2 Be or the 
permanent display of force that is one of the 
chief disadvantages of army control, is vividly 
dlescriled in messages wihch have been 
received about the work of the Aden Com 
mand. 

Nearly six years ago the R.A.F. took over 
the charge of the Aden Protectorate. Its first 
task was to subdue the menace to British 
territory of the Imam of Yemen, who since 
1919 had steadily advanced his forces till he 
had reached a point less than fifty miles from 
Aden itself. He was driven back by a single 
squadron of war machines. From 1928 up to 
the present methods similar to those related 
below have upheld law and order in what 
was formerly one of the most turbulent 
regions of the world. 

Karly in July tast year a party of tribes- 
men bu territory under tedinie control 
made ar. affray against two villages near the 
foot of the Thirra Pass, in Al Khor, which 
is about 100 miles north-east of Aden. Fierce 
fighting was in progress when a flight of 
aeroplanes belongitig to No. 8 Bomber 


Squadron, which was returning to Aden from i 


Mukalla (on the southern coast of Arabia), 
passed in formation overhead. This chance 
appearance of the warplanes caused an 
immediate cessation of the fighting. The chief 
of the invaders, under the impression that 
air assistance had been summoned by: radio, 
ordered instant withdrawal. The Protectorate 
tribesmen. on the other hand, were heartened 
by the sight of the flying machines, concen- 
trated to repel the invaders, and drove them 
forthwith out of the region. gá 

In the following month informatian reached 
Aden that 50 of the: Imam’s Zeidi troops, 
with 400 Zeidi tribesmen, had raided some 
weeks before territory under British protec- 
fion taking many prisoners and looting live. 
stock. . Further, a British subject who 
wished to anchor his dhow and land on Pro. 
tectorate soil had been prevented from doing 
so and menaced with force.

Unrest among the Bedouin tribes in the 
vicinity of Sharjah, a port of call on the 
main Empire air route to India, obliged 
similar action by the Iraq Command, The 
Sheik of Sharjah, it was alleged, had failed 
in customary payments to the tribesmen and 
an attack on the Imperial Airways resthouse 
at Sharjah was contemplated. A formation 
of four single-engined bombers of No. 584 
Squadron was detailed to make a non-stop 
demonstration tlight from the Shaibah Aero- 
drome, Basra, to Shariah. Special long- 
range tanks were fitted to the aircrait. 
Though in the meantime more exact informa- 
tion showed that the gravity of the situation 
at Sharjah had been exaggerated, the flights 
were authorised, and in one ‘“‘hop “— of more 
than 800 miles the machines reacked Shar- 
jak, where they stayed for two days to make 
demonstration flights over the neighbourms 
territory. Their appearance quietened ai! 
threats of trouble, and twenty-four hours 
after the conclusion of the last demonstra- 
tion journey the aeroplanes were back af 
their base.
